Nobody need be 
ashamed to offer a small contri- 
bution; for every penny helps. 
The mere fact that Ireland at 
present is passing through a 
critical, period ought to act as 

special incentive to the people’s 
generosity. It ought to make 
them realise more keenly than 
lever before how they have been 
protected by the Almighty against 
storms of wrath. They can do 
little or nothing to hasten the 
return of peace to the world; but 
they can do something—in pro- 
portion to their numbers a great 
deal—to bring succour and 
comfort to some at least of those 
whose agony is so pitiable.

The coupon 
scheme, however, contains no stipu- 
lation as to the size of a box, and 
Isle of . Scill rowers have been 
using double boxes by cutti 
one end of each of two standar 
fibre. boxes and joining ban — 
together to make a single box of 

‘portmanteau ' size. en dozen 
bunches are to be accommodated 
instead of eight dozen, resulting in 
an extra income of £3 for the 
flowers.
